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TREATMENT OF TUBERCU- 
LOSIS 
The Illinois Insane Hospital is 


located at Watertown on the Miassis 
sippi River near Rock Island and tias 
connected with it a camp for the treat 
ment of tuberculosis patients, at which 
remarkable success has been attained 
There were, a few weeks ago, 380 people 
in the camp who had been taken there 
for treatment, everyone of whom was 
at that date rapidly convalescing. Dr 
W. EK. Taylor, Superintendent of the 
Lustitution, and his Staff of Physicians, 
say there is no more for fear 
ot tuberculosis than of any other dis 
ease—it is under control at the Water- 
town Hospital, and can be everywhere 
else, 

This is an outline of the 
succeasfully practiced by Dr. Taylor: 

The first method of treating the 
patients consists in “sunning” them io 
the glass house. The glass house is 
constructed in every detail, on all sides 
and above, of ultra-violet stained glass 
The rays produced by the sunlight shin- 
ing through this color are exceedingly 
powerful and will penetrate through the 
human body. They are destructive to 
the disease germ which cannot live 
in the presence of these rays. ‘The 
patients are kept in the glass house 
until examination shows that the germs 
have all been killed and the progress ot 
the disease stayed. 

The next step heal the sore 
luogs and build up the vitality and 
strength of the patient. Here is where 
the fresh air treatment comes in Cold 
air bas been shown to be much more 
beneticial to the diseased lungs than 
warm air and for this reason the rooms 
in which the patients lounge during the 
day time are only slightly heated. The 
sleeping rooms are not heated at all, 
but warm beds and clothing are pro- 
vided so that there is no danger of the 
patients contracting cold. 

The diet is also an important phase 
of the treatment and is selected with 
care for its wholesomeness and digesti- 
bility. It bas been shown that abun- 
dant teeding is also desirable in order 
to furnish plenty of nourishment to the 
diseased tissues and for this reason the 
patients are encouraged to eat as much 
as possible.

“Wo One on the Line” 


It has been pointed out that there are three parties to 
i telephone conversation, namely, the person calling, the 
operator, and, last but not least, the person called. 

The operator has no authority to compel an answer to 
her summons. She simply forwards to your telephone a 
mechanical signal. Interpreted, this means ‘Some one 
desires to spenk to you.” It remains fer you, the person 
called, to recognize this request. 

There are two strong reasons why you should answer 
promptly, and both vitally concern you: 


1. If you are slow in answering, the 
caller may hang up the telephone and assume 
that you are not accessible, Later, if you 


answer at your leisure, the operator can 
vouchsa e no information save that ‘‘there is 
_ no one on the line.” Who called you? The 
operator probably does not know. Any 


operator in your exchange may have called 
you, rather than the operator specially 
assigned to answer your calls. 


2. From the moment the operator 
calling you “plugs in” on your line until she 
ceases her effort to attract: your attention, 
your line is ‘*busy” to all other callers. 


If you are dilatory, therefore, you are obstructing you 


own service. You are also causing disappointment to your 


caller and annoyance to yourself.

REGULATING BALLOONS. 


France Made the Firet Laws Govern- 
ing Aerial Traffic. 

In IST], when French balloons from 
beleaguered Paris were dropping on 
the “sacred soll” of Prussia, a royal 
decree declared them conflacate as con- 
traband of war. And on the conclu- 
sion of peace & mensure was passed 
through the German reichstag which 
forbade under penalty of death) any 
future similar aerial violation of Ger- 
man territory during time of war. 

So long ago as 1830, again, balloon 
ascents were made illegal in Turkey, 
so far as regards Constantinople and 
forty miles around, and {In 1872 the pro- 
hibition was extended to include the 
entire Turkish empire. To France, 
however, belongs the distinction of hav- 
ing made the first laws for the regula- 
ton af aerial traffic. In 1784 it was 
solemnly decreed that nobody should 
be permitted to go up in a balloon “ar 
any other kind of aerostatl: machine” 
which was worked by burning spirits 
of wine pr any other means of making 
a fire. 

Later, tn 1811, tt was enacted in 
France that henceforth no balloon, 
whether free or captive, should be per. 
mitted to ascend with any species of 
furnace or stove, that no one should 
be allowed to ascend {n a balloon un- 
less he carried a parachute and that 
ascents were not to be begun later 
than one hour before sunset nor earlier 
than an hour after sunrise. Further- 
more, no ascents whatever were to be 
undertaken during the garnering of the 
harvest nor for six weeks prior

OLD TIME TURKEY EAT 


A Once Popular Feast In the 
Pennsylvania Mountains. 


GONE WITH THE WOODSMEN. 


The People, Traditions and Associa- 
tions That Made It Possible Are No 
More, and It Joins In Oblivion the 
Apple Cut and Quilting Bee. 


“It isn’t because there is no 
material in the Blne mountain region 
of Pennsylvania to provide a turkey 
eat that we have had the last of those 
famous festivities,” said a former 
tiweller of the district described, “for 
there are still wild turkeys a-plenty, 

“The turkey eat has gone out with 
the passing of the people whose homes, 
traditions and manner of life made it 
possible and with the occupation that 
Was on oe theirs, 

“Tn the days when the turkey ent 
was the great winter festivity In the 
mountain districts between the Schuyl- 
kill and the Juniata watersheds the 
spate population was chiefly of rude 
and rugged weodmen and their fami 
Hes, many of them descendants of 
pure Pennsylvania Duteh stock. Scores 
of them depended almost entirely on 
their skill with gun and trap for their 
food supply, 

“The eabins of these mountaineers 
were built of logs, the chinks between 
Which were filled In with clay. A 
huge stone chimney at one end 
of the cabin outside, covering that en- 
tire end, while on the inside it opened 
on a broad treplace across that end 
of the room, 

“The cabin was banked all around 
with earth, against which hemlock and 
pine boughs were heaped. Sometimes 
rows of cord wood were piled up al 
most to the eaves, the better to keep 
out the eold, whieh ts always Intense 
during winter on wind swept 
hills 

“There was rarely a cabin with more 
than one room. The walls were dark 
and smoky, and from rafter or beam 
hung plentifully strips of jerked venl- 
son and chunks of smoked bear meat, 
Along with hams and bacon from the 
family ples fattened in the woods and

While the ecabin’s 
guests drank cider the host prepared 
and spitted the turkey over the hick- 
ory coals In the fireplace to roast for 
the feast. When it was ready for the 
table it was placed before the guests 
on a big tin platter. Each one carved 
for himself, the plates being squares 
of bireh bark. 

“The turkey eat was not complete, 
though, without a IHberal supply of 
‘paan hagas’ and head cheese, and with 
{t went the sweetest of rye bread and 
butter. Paan haas {s a strictly Penn- 
sylvania Duteh creation, 

“It Is made from the rich julees left 
after bholling the ingredients for head 
cheese, these being thickened to a stiff 
paste with buckwheat flour. This paste 
is pressed in forms until cold and ts 
served In slices. It Is a dull blue In 
color, very rich and very good 

“After the feast the turkey eat was 
rounded out by a night of jollity super- 
induced by the fiddle and maintained 
by it in its music for the old fashioned 
cotillon figures and reels, which were 
danced until the gray of morning. 

“But most of those old time woods- 
men have passed away, and on those 
who are still dwellers in the mountains 
the game Inws have forced a situation 
that leaves them with their anclent oe- 
cupation gone, and the hunt belng no 
longer a source of maintenance Its tra- 
ditions have departed with it. The 
newer generation of these people ts of 
other tastes and associations, so while 
the wild turkey is yet {n proximity In 
that Blue mountain region to supply 
the tnaterial for the festive turkey eat 
the traditions and associations that 
made {t possible are no more, and It Is 
gone, like the apple cut, the quilting 
bee, the pig killing frolie and others of 
the old time rural pastimes that are 
now but a memory,.’’—New York Sun.

A TURNER MASTERPIECE. 


Origin of the Painter's Famous “Rain, 
Steam and Speed.” 
Of all pletures by the great English 


| color poet, Turner, none Is more popu 
the | 


that which now 
London National gallery under the 
name of “Rain, Steam and Speed," 
which was first exhibited In 1844. It 
Js inpossible reproduce this ade. 
quately. 

Concerning the origin of this pieture 
Ruskin furnishes an interesting tale. 
The story was told to him by a friend 
Lady Simon, It seems that 
traveling one night in the early days 
of the Great Western railway from 
Exeter to London, “When IT had taken 
off my coat and smoothed my ruffled 
Plumes and generally settled myself,” 
she tells, “LT looked up to see the most 
eyes I ever saw, steadily, 
lnsninousty lnirvoyantly, Kindly, pa- 
ternally looking at me. The hat was 
over the forehead, the mouth and ehin 
buried In the brown velyet coat collar 
of the brown greateoat. Well, we went 
on, and the storm went on more and 
ore until we reached Bristol, where 
we waited ten minutes. My old gen 
tleman rubbed the side window with 
his coat euff, in vain, He attacked the 
eenter window, again in vain, so blur 
red and blotted was it with the tor- 
rents of rain moment's hesitation

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THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 

At 8 o'clock last Mouday afternoon, | 
January 4, 1909, the Woburn city 
government for the current year was 
duly inaugurated, and the machinery 
of the new Administration was properly 
set in motion. ‘he ceremonies were 
held in the Council Chamber in City} 
Hall, which was not spacious enough 
by half to accommodate the great 
crowd of people who assembled there, 
expectant, or, at least, bopeful, of| 
witnessing the exercises and hearing 
Mayor Daniel W. Bond's Inaugural 
Address 

At 2 o'clock the City Council of} 
1908 held a final meeting and closed) 
up their work for the year; and, an| 
hour later, the Council of 1909 met. | 
The mestiog was called to order by 
City Clerk Joho H. Fino, who, after 
reading the election records, adminis- 
tered the oath of office to Mayor Boud 
aod the Aldermen. 

Before the Inaugural Address was 
begun Rey. Henry C. Parker, pastor 
of the Unitarian church, sent up to the 
Throne of Grace an appropriate peti- | 
tion, accompanied by thauks for mercies | 
received, which were listened to with 
marked respect by those who were 
fortunate enough to get within earshot 
of the Minister. At vo organization 
of a new Woburo City Administration 
bave a larger number of prominent} 
Citizens assembled to witness the cere 
monies than at this of 1909. Mr 
Bood is Woburo boro; has been for 
years a prominent manutacturer; is 
popular; and, vaturally, more than 
ordinary interest was felt in what he 
might have to say to the public on 
taking the reins of government last 
Monday. 

To be entirely frauk it is proper to 
make the announcement that the Jour-

WONDERS OF VELOCITY. 


Piece of Thin Cardboard Will Cut 

Through Wood. 
Velocity has a great deal to do 
with one substance's ability to break 
through another, and it is remarkable 
what can be accomplished by a com- 
paratively soft substance against a 
much harder one when the former is 
given enough velocity. A bullet made 
of a tallow candle would smash flat if 
fired against a board from a toy gun, 
but when shot from an army rifle it 
will go right through the board. A 
stream of water has been known to 
have such swiftness of movement that 
a sword was broken In two when a 
strong man tried to cut {it through. 
Cyclones have been known to drive 
such frall projectiles as straws well 
Into a tree, 

An interesting experiment showing 
what a soft substance can do may be 
performed by attaching a bristol 
board disk to the motor of an electric 
fan and setting it to revolving at the 
fan’s usual rate, If a piece of wood, 
such as a lead pencil, for example, be 
carefully applied to the edge of the 
revolving disk, the wood will very 
readily be cut through. Of course if 
the disk were to revolve slowly the 
wood would soon blunt its edge.—Path- 
finder,

Wurttemberg Prince Who Sold His

Cruel and despotic were some of the 
petty princes who ruled the father.

SEED OF THE VIOLET. 


The Flower Is Aggressive In Spite of 
Its Boasted Modesty. 

The common wild violet affords one 

of the most remarkable tlustrations of 


the care and apparent forethought of 
nature in preserving a species. As ey 
erybody knows, the violet grows In the 
Shade, in pastures, woods and fields 
where the grass is abundant and long 
It comes up early in the spring and 
flowers at a time when the grass is 
most abundant and succulent of 


course it Is liable to be cut down by 
the scythe, but much more likely Is it 
to be bitten off by grazing animals 

The violets that come in the spring 
either do not seed at all or very spar 
ingly, so that if the plant relied on its 
spring flowers for seed [It would prob 
ably perish off the earth in a very few 
years. 

But In the late fall the plant bears 
another crop of blossoms that are ney 
er seen save by the professional bota 
nist. They are very small, utterly in 
significant In appearance, and grow 
either just at or below f 


the surface of 
the ground. These are 


the flowers 
which produce the seeds for the next 
Beason The flowers on long stems 
blooming in spring are only for show; 
the hidden flowers are for use, and the 
number of seeds they bear may be 
judged from the ease with which a 
wild violet bed spreads 

When the seer ripe the pod ex 
plodes, scattering them to a consider 
able distance, often to ten or twels 
feet from the parent plant, so that in 
epite of its bonsted modesty the \ 
not only takes care of itself. but be 
comes a troublesome sggressor.— St 
Louis Globe-Democrat

of a Curious Old Ceremony 
Called “Feoffment.” 

Our remote ancestors did not sell 
land as it is sold nowadays, the seller 
merely giving to the buyer an ac 
knowledged deed of the premises 
According to thelr customs, no land 
title could pass except by “transmuta- 
tion of possession,” and this they ac 
complished by a solemn ceremony, 
called by an old term a “feoffment.” 

The seller and the buyer went on 
the land together In the presence of 
Witnesses, usually most of the village 
folks.

GIFTED LUNATICS. 


Faculty Strongly Developed 
Many Insane Persons. 
One of the most pecullar features of 

Insanity ts that occasionally ope fae. 
ulty, either sight, hearing, smell, taste 
or touch, Is extraordinarily acute, Cer 
taln insane persons, Insensible to every 
other impression, have a pronounced 
taste for music and can repeat with 
accuracy anoalr which they may have 
heard but once. Others have a recol- 
lection of form and color and display 
fn aptitude for drawing, while more 
frequently one may meet with an tn- 
mate of an asylum who has a spectal 
memory for figures, dates, proper 
hames and words generally, 

There is a case on record, for tn- 
Ktanee, of an imbectle who at twenty- 
even had sieh an extraordinary mem- 
ory that he could solve the most dim- 
enlt problems in arithmetic and alge- 
bra and repent word for word long 
poems after hearing them. In 
another case a boy of fourteen, with a 
defective brain, who had the greatest 
difficulty in lenurning to read, could, if 
Allowed two or three minutes to run 
over a page printed in a foreign lan- 
cuiage or treating of questions of which 
he was ignorant, repeat the words from 
memory as correctly as if the book had 
been lying before him

Edward Thatch, Who Was Known 
as the Blackbeard Pirate. 


HIS BATTLE WITH MAYNARD. 


After the Hand to Hand Conflict the 
Desperado’s Hoad Hung at the Bow- 
sprit End of the Lieutenant's Sloop 
as She Sailed Back to Virginia. 


It Is almost 200 years since Ndward 
Thatch, better known as the pirate 
Blackbeard, was a name with which 
to terrorize the Atlantic coast of the

The date of Thateh’s birth is lost in 
history, and his native place is vart 
ously given Bristol and Jamaica 
He first appears as a foremast hand to 
Major Stede Bonnet, a gentleman of 
Barbados, who, although a man of 
property and having small knowledge 
of the sen, thought proper to fit out a 
sloop and take to a life of piracy, the 
explanation of bis being “a ttle dis- 
tracted” being charitably given by one 
blographer Ilowever that may be, 
his crew missed in the major the qual- 
{ties of a sucopssful commander, They 
deposed him and eleeted Thateh in his 
place, Bonnet was tried and executed 
In 1711, 

Thateh's tirst independent exploit of 
which we have a detailed account took 
place in June, 1718, when he eaptured 
two Trench ships near the Bermudas, 
one laden with sugar, the other empty. 
Transferring to the latter the crew of 
the laden and letting them go 
their way, he sailed with his prize of

vessel and sugar for Bathtown, N. C., 
With the governor of which place, 
Charles Eden, he liad previously ar- 


rived at a pleasant understanding. 
Thatch gave out that he had found 
the French ship deserted. Governor 
Eden received sixty hogsheads of sugar 
as his share. Tobias Knight, his see- 


retary, took twenty, and the remain- 
der fell to Thateh and his crew. 
Thatch lingere? there for some 


months, plundering and Insulting the 
merchants of the place. These, under- 
standing at length the futility of ex- 
pecting redress from Eden, applied to 
the governor of Virginia to rid them 
of the pest 

The governor, after consultation 
with the captains of the Pearl and 
Lime, then lying in the James river, 
agreed to provide two sloops, the war 


ships to furnish a complement of 
men, Lieutenant Maynard of the 
Pearl was placed In command, and 


the punitive expedition sailed on Nov 
17, 1718. On the 2ist the pirates were 
sighted in an inlet about sixty miles 
from Bathtown, and Maynard anchor- 
ed for the night. 

On the following morning 
maneuvering to elude attack, 
vessel aground, but 
drawing more water, though she had 
no guns on board, failed to get to 
close quarters. The lieutenant, how 
ever, threw out his ballast and In an

But at 
last Thatch, having received sixteen 
wounds, fell dead in the act of cock

nard hung Thatch's head at the bow 


sprit end, sailed for Bathtown, where 
he seized the governor's storehouse, 
and then, still with his grisly sign 
ef triumph swinging in the wind, re

LONG FEASTS. 


One Chinese Dinner and a Couple of 
Eskimo Banquets, 


Mr. Ward, the American envoy to 
China, who tried to secure an Inter- 
view with the emperor, Hieng Fung, tn 
1859, iclls how he was entertained at 
dinner that lasted from noon one day 
until 6 o'clock on the evening of the 
day following. The total number of 
courses is not given, but Ward men- 
tions that he had to give In after par- 
taking of 138 different dishes, ‘where- 
fpon his hosts wondered greatly” —pre- 
sumably at his abstemlousness. 

Probably, however, the Eskimo ban- 
quets last longer than any others and 
the quantity of food swallowed ts also 
proportionately greater, Ross records 
that seven of his party of natives once 
ate continuously for thirty-three hours, 
during which time they consumed 200 
pounds of seal meat. Europeans ex- 
posed to the same climatic conditions 
act In much the same way. Captain 
Scott of the Discovery on his return 
from his long sledge journey over the 
inland ice of the antarctic continent 
did nothing but eat and sleep for the 
space of three days and nights, and 
even then he was still hungry. 

Commander Peary and his party, re- 
turning famished from their futile 
dash for the pole in 1906, slaughtered 
a herd of seven musk oxen on Hagen 
island, off the extreme north of Green- 
land. For two days and nights there- 
after they crouched inside their snow 
huts, eating continuously, and when 
they had finished the pile of bones 
outside was “as high as a tall man’s 
chin.” 


FREAKS OF FOOD. 


Queer Effects That Are a Puzzle to the 
Physician. 

As regards drink, writes Dr. Beverly 
Robinson in the Medical Record, I have 
known a tumblerful of milk to bring 
on an attack of asthma with hives in 
an otherwise healthy child.

But 
why and precisely In what manner and 
for what reason asthma and hives 
were occasioned are certainly matters 
largely of thought and conjecture. I 
have known mushrooms in good condl- 
tion and on repeated occasions to cause 
most distressing oedema of the uvula 
and palate. Prior to these attacks the 
same individual had eaten mushrooms 
repeatedly with no bad or unpleasant 
effects nt all and had thoroughly en- 
joyed them, IT have known an individ- 
ual in whom a single strawberry would 
give neuralgia of the teeth which last- 
ed twelve to twenty-four hours, Again, 
prior to the attacks of neuralgia of 
the dental branches of the fifth nerve 
the same Individual had eaten repent- 
edly and abundantly of strawberries 
without pain, ache or unpleasant symp- 
toms of any kind. In this case it 
seemed as though the only plausible 
though not entirely satisfactory expla- 
nation was that with Increasing years 
strawberries had become inimical to 
that patient.

Papering Damp Walls. 

An excellent and comparatiyely in 
expensive way to paper damp walls Is 
the following: Paint corrugated card- 
board, such as {Is sold for packing

SIZES OF BOOKS. 


Meaning of the Terms Folio, Quarto, 
Octavo and Duodecimo. 

The words “folio,” “quarto,” “oeta 
vo,” “duodecimo” and the like have 
almost, If not quite, lost thelr original 
meaning. At first they had reference 
only to the number of leaves inte 
Which the sheets used in making the 
book were folded. Thus if these 
sheets were folded once the book was 
called a follo; if the sheets were fold 
ed twice, so as to form four leaves, 
the book was called a quarto; if they 
were folded four times, so as to form 
eight leaves, the book was called an 
octavo, and so on, 

The duodecimo, or 12mo0, is an ir 
regular size. To make it the sheet 
must be folded so as to form twelve 
leaves. Fold one-third of the width 
of a sheet lengthwise on itself, Next 
fold the paper across its breadth tn 
the center. Next fold the sheet across 
its longth—that is, fold the two leaves 
on the four, Finally fold it) again 
across and in such shape that it may 
easily be sewed in with others to form 
a book. 

But though, strictly and historically 
quarto, octavo, ete, have reference 
solely to the manner of folding the 
sheet, they are, as a matter of com 
mon practice, used to specify the sizes 
of books. 

If the sheets on which books are 
printed were of uniform size an quarto 
page would be as unvarying an area 
as a square foot or an acre, and be

But when paper making machines 
were introduced and the use of molds 
was abandoned came to be 
made of all dimensions. As a result 
quartos and octavos had all sorts of 
dimensions, and the terms, when used 
strictly to indicate how the sheet was 
folded, became worthless as designa 
tions of size. The of the old 
terms Was nevertheless not abandon 
ed, but instead they were first used 
to Indicate a rather wide range of 
sizes and tinally were attached to cer- 
tain more definite sizes, without refer 
ence to the method of folding. 

The practice of the publisher now 
adays Is first to determine what size 
of page he wants, The sheet he uses 
will be large or small, according to the 
eapacity of the press at his disposal 
On that sheet he may print, say, eight 
octavo pages, or he may print thirty 
two, but he will call the book an oe 
tavo, though by its folding it should 
be called either a quarto or a 16mo. 

In other words, the publisher calls 
his book by the name of that one of 
the old sizes to which It happens to 
come nearest,

A Peculiar Body of Fighters In the 
French Army. 

The French foreign legion ts a het- 
erogeneous organization It is com- 
posed of disappointed men of every 
country — political refugees, military 
fusitives. In fact, all varieties of the 
world’s restless citizens go to make 
up this wonderful mongrel fighting 
machine, “No questions asked” might 
well be the regimental motto. Each 
man signing his bond of service sells 
his soul for five years at the wage of 
1 sou (about 1 cent) per day. 

The officers are French, but the men 
hail from everywhere and nowhere. 
Under various names the French le- 
gion has existed since the elghteenth 
century and was finally constituted as 
at present in 1830. It consists of twelve 
battalions divided into two regiments, 
mustering a total strength of 12,000 
men, Eight thousand are kept in the 
far east, the remainder serving In 
northern Africa.
